second area defining a low temperature bonding area comprising a 
condensed phosphate layer , 

wherein said photonic device defines a three-dimensional 
waveguide structure comprising first and second portions 
extending perpendicular to each other. 

58. (Currently Amended) A photonic device comprising: 
a first section including an optical material, 
a second section including an optical material, 
with an area of said first section and an area of said 
second section abutting each other and 

wherein at least a part of said first area and a part 
of said second area define a low temperature bonding area 
and wherein said low temperature bonding area comprises [a 
bonding material being bondable at room temperature] a 
cured phosphorous-containing solution . 

Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1-58 are allowable over the prior art for at least 
the reason that the prior art fail to teach or reasonably 
suggest the cured phosphorous-containing solution or the 
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condensed phosphate layer as set forth in the claimed 
combination.
